Many  Are  Eligible 
For  Social  Security 

Some  dependents  of  disabled  peo¬ 
ple  now  on  the  social  security  bene¬ 
fit  rolls  apparently  are  not  aware 
that  they  can  claim  monthly  pay¬ 
ments  under  the  social  .  security 
law/  according  to  Harold  L.  Couch, 
social  security  field  representative. 

Mr,  Couch  said  a  change  made  in 
the  lafr  last  August  permits  supple¬ 
mentary.  payments  to  minor  chil¬ 
dren  under  age  18,  to  children  dis¬ 
abled  before  age  18,  to  wives  at 
age  62,  or  to  wives  with  eligible 
children  in  .their  care.  So  far, 
however,  only  about  half  of  the 
estimated  number  of  eligible  de¬ 
pendents  have  claimed  benefits. 

Information  about  the  payments 
can  be  obtained  from  Mr.  Couch, 
who  serves  residents  of  Nodaway 
County.  He  is  at  the  County  Court 
Room 'in  Maryville,  every  Tuesday.
